All that legal ingenuity can 
do will be done to compel the payment 
of the fraudulent bonds that have been 
saddled upon North Carolina by Little- 
field, Swepson & Co. This subject will 
demand firm and determined action on 
the part of the representatives of the 
people.

The Legislature will also have an op- 
portunity of RELIEVING THE UNIVER- 
sity. This could not be done hereto- 
fore, because under the Constitution, it 
is inseparably connected with the 
common school system of the State. 
This unpatu:.| connection has brought 
the University toan untimely and dis- 
graceful dissolution. Ii the amendment 
on this subject is adopted in August, 
the management of the University will 
be put in the hands of the General As- 
sembly, to devise such laws and regula« 
tions as are expedient and necessary. 
The University must be resuscitated, and 
it can be done next winter by the Legis- 
lature, provided the Constitution is 
ehanged. 

IMPORTANT RAILROAD QUESTIONS will 
be forced upon the General Assembly. 
It is evident that a railroad war is brew- 
ing, and that attempts will be made by 
foreign companies to get control of the 
lines of travel in this State. A fight 
is to be made against the moneyed mo- 
nopolies that have obtained such strong 
footholds in other States, and have 
made whole sections tributary to 
their interests and overgrown power. 
“Monopolies are coutrary to the genius 


allowed.” It behooves the representa- 
tives of the people to be on the alert 
against the insidious approaches of the 
Trnaxr, and thwart his first attempts 
to throttle the independence and crush 
the rights of our people. 


It will require all the wisdom, bold- 
ness and patriotism of our Legislators 
to guard the threatened welfare of the 
State, and to protect North Carolina 
from the harpies who will hover over 
her as if she were an easy prey. 


Elections are to be held on the seventh 
of August in several counties, to fill 
vacancies occasioned by the resignations 
of members in both branches of the 
Legislature.

Their 
purposes may be lawful and, as is the 
case with the Patrons of Husbandry, 
commendable, but it is so easy to divert 
them from their original constitution, 
and it is so natural that other secret 
associations may be formed to counteract 
and defeat their object, that we are ap- 
prehensive harm may follow their insti- 
tution among us by any particular class 
of citizens.
